The astouiuling statement of our 
local contemporary on the 23d ult., to 
the cfi'ect that Sir Jons Macdonald, 
before accepting a seat for Victoria 
City was, pledged to Separation, has 
caused as* great an amount of indigna- 
tion and Kuriiri.so in Eastern Canada as 
it did liore. Wo can imagine no 
statement calculated to work more 
injury to the now Ministry as that 
of the j Standard; and wlion wo 
^serb that it is entirely ilovoid of trutli 
— that Sin John gave no pledge of any 
kind, nor was ho asked to gi\-o any, 
the amazing impudence that must have 
possessed the man who first gave it 
tongue almost surpasses belief. The 
late contest was not conducted on party 
issues at all, as the overwhelming 
majority given for Sir John jMaodox 
ALD goes to show. All parties must 
have voted for the Canadian Premier, 
else how could the vote ho received have 
been almost doii])le that of the candidate 
next highest on the list! If the fight 
had been carried on upon Conservative 
and Keform princii)l('S the vote would 
have been a strictly party one, which 
figures show it was not. If any Yic- 
torian voted for Sir John Maodonald 
in tho belief that ho will commence the 
railway on May the Ist next or con- 
sent to tin; withilrawal of British Co- 
lumbia from the Dominion, we candidly 
tell him that ho has thrown his vote 
away. The railway may be commenced 
by the 1st of May next. We are 
strongly of opinion that before that 
date something decisive in the direc- 
tion of con.struction will be done; but 
whether tbo just expectations of the 
Province l)e tlieu realized or not; 
whether delays to admit of fresh sur- 
veys are asked, or tho present surveys 
be deemed sufficiently e.vhaustive to 
admit of tenders being called for — of 
one thing the public may rest satisfied: 
There will be no Separation, to which 
tho assent of Siii JoiiK Macdonald's 
Government will be obtained. Consoli- 
dation rather than Separalion \nW be 
found to bo their policy. The Govern- 
ment who might conspire for the dis- 
integration of the Empire could not 
sustain itself against an indignant pub- 
lic opinion. \\'lieii the statomcnt ap- 
peared in the Htundard that Siii John 
is pledged to Sepai-ation, we gave 
•it a positive denial ; but the statement 
has been seized by certain Canadian 
papers and used to the detriment of the 
new Government. It is di.thcult to 
conceive the niotivo that actuated the 
writer, unless it be found in the cha- 
grin felt at finding Sir John at the 
head of the poll, and himsalf not very 
far from the foot In view of the 
handle that has been and is being made 
at the East of the mischievous coitire- 
temps, a denial of the statement in 
some public and unmi.stakeable manner 
would seem to be desirable.

J. W. niugcr, Esq., .1 gontlemaa who 
has held the position of Kussinn Consul 
at Honolulu for many j-cars past, has boon 
in this city for suvcral days endeavoring to 
onya^jo a iiuuibor of Chinese as laborers in 
tho Biit^ar plantations of the Hawaiian 
Islands. I ic leaves this niui'iiiug on hoard 
the .steamship Dakota for Paget Sound, 
whuaco he will proceed to Portland en 
route for Honolulu via San Fnuioiaco. 
He states that Glunuae laborers arc in 
great demand on th.o Hawaiian Islands and 
that Cele.stials onco landed there regard 
thw country as a perfect paradise and sel- 
dom leave it for their native country. 
The climate is peculiarly adapted to their 
constitutions and tho food on which tliey 
principally subsist is plentiful and cheap. 
Mr. Pfluger'a mission has, we are glad to 
ctatu, been in a great measure successful, 
but lie is yet desirous of engaging further 
hands. He informs us that tho Cliinoae 
he requires will be provided with einploy- 
luont for tiiree or four years, that thoy 
will bo well housed and fed and receive a 
salaiy of $12 per month. They will also 
be taitcn from this port to the country of 
their future labors freo of all charge on 
board of a, well a[i[iointed sailing vessel. 
This, snrel}', is good enough. In tho 
nlisenco of Mr. Plluger from tho Province 
arrangementa for tlie shipment of tho 
number of Chinese required will be matur- 
ed by M. T. Johnston, Esq., of tho firm of 
Findluy, Durham it Brodie.

Tlie opposi- 
tion to tho new Constitution was occa- 
sioned mainly by the power of supervi- 
sion it was proposed to give to tlie 
Government over education and reli- 
gion.

]iut him aside, saying that he had come 
to talk, not w^ith him, but with the 
Ameer's officers. On meeting Faiz ISIa- 

homed, ^lajor Cavagiiari shook hands 
with him, and the two partii's s:it down 
surrounded by a couple of huiulred of 
Faiz ilahonied's soliliers. The conver- 
sation, after tho usual friendly gi-eet- 
ings, was opened by Major Cavagnari, 
who said that both he and the com- 
mandant were equally ser\ ants of their 
respective Governments, and, there- 
fore, only carrying out their orders. 
There was, therefore, no necessity for 
the discussion being carried on in any 
but a friendly spirit j that he, Faiz Ma- 
homed, must be aware of tho intended 
advance of tho mission, and that Sir 
Neville Chamberlain had sent him on 
to ascertain from his own lips whether 
he had received orders relative^ to the 
reception of the mission. If tliore 
were any latitude in the terms of his 
orders he felt sure that tho command- 
ant would be aware of the lieavy re- 
s{)onsibility he would incur by prevent- 
ing the ailvanco of the mission, as lii.s 
act would be accepted as the act of the 
Ameer. Faiz Mahonicd rcplieil tliat 
ho himself was actuated by friendly 
foelings towanls JMajor Cavagnari, in 
proof of which he pointed out that in- 
stead of coniing down to meet liim he 
might have ordered his men to lire on 
his party when it appearnl. Ho pro- 
ceeded to say that he had already been 
severely reprimanded for allowing tho 
Viceroy's envoy, Nawab Gliolam ITus- 
sein, to pass, and that, therefore, he 
could not ]ieriiiit the .ulvance of the 
mission. He begged that Sir Nevilk; 
C'liaiiilierlaiii would hall till be C(nil(l 
communicate with Cabul. Tlii.s, INlajor 
Cavagnari replied, was not only im- 
possible but unnecessary, as the Cabul 
authorities had long been aware of the 
approach of the mission. The conver 
sation continued in this sti'ain for some 
little time. Major Cavagnari urging the 
weight of the responsibility Faiz Ala- 
homed would incur, and the latter re- 
peating his inability to allow the mhs- 
.sion to pass without a permit from 
Cabul. At last, on jMajor Cavagnari 
again pointing out the friendly nature 
of the mission, the Afghan, showing 
for the first time some warmth, said 
the object of his friendship was merely 
to stir uj)^ dissension in tlie Ameei-'s 
dominions by bribing his subjects to 
disobey his orders — '"liy bribing you 
and others " (here ;dludiiig to the ne- 
gotiations with the Kliyberees for the 
safe conduct of the ini.ssion). At this 
an ambiguous murmur was heard from 
tho soldiers, and Major Cavagnari re- 
plied that that was not a subject for 
subordinates to discuss, .'uid that if the 
Ameer had any complaints to make no 
doubt the Government wouUl give him 
a satisfactory reply. He then asked 
for a final answer, whether he was to 
distinctly understand that the mis- 
sion would be resisted by force. Faiz 
Mahomed replied that he had no alter- 
native if the mission was pressetl. On 
this Major Cavagnari asked the chiefs 
with him whether they considered this 
a sufficiently clear answer, to which 
they replied that it was perfectly clear. 
He then thanked Faiz Mnhonied for 
his courtesy, .and expressed a hope that 
they might again meet in more agreea- 
ble circumstances. He again shook 
hands with him and departed. It was 
then perceived that the Ameer had no 
possible intention of receiving the mis- 
sion and it was accordingly dissolved.

The London Times published ou Oct. 
14th a long tolegrani from Darjeeling, 
India, in which the following interest- 
ing account is given of the meeting be- 
tween Major Cavagnari and the Mir 
Akhor of the Ainccr of Afghanistan : 

Further particulars of an interesting 
character have been recently published 
of the now historical interview botweon 
Major Cavagnari and the Ameer's com- 
mandant at Ali Musjid. On the me- 
morable 21st of September, 1878, the 
mission started at one o'clock a.m. from 
Peshawur for Jainrood, a ]iicturesque 
fort lying just within British territory 
and held for us by the chief of a vil- 
lage in tho neighboring plain. Our 
camp was pitched to the east of the 
fort. The total number accompanying 
the mission amounted to not quite 
1,000, of whom 11 were British officers, 
4 native gentlemen, and 234 fighting 
men. The rest were camp followers. 
The carriage consisted of 315 camels, 
250 mules, and 40 horses. The whole 
formed a cortcr/i; coiisider.ably over a 
mile in length. Conflicting reports had 
reached Peshawur as to the intentions 
of tho Ameer. It was known that the 
Miv Akhor, or Master of the Horse of 
the Hnieer, was present at Ali Musjid, 
and as ho was known to be possessed 
with a fanatical hatred of the English, 
it was deemed unwise to send the whole 
convoy into the Pass until accurate in- 
formation should have been obtained 
as to tho intentions of the command- 
ant. Major Cavagnari was therefore 
directed to ride forward, taking with 
him a .small escort of the guides and 
tho head man of our frontier villages 
and of the friendly Khyhereea Di- 
rectly thoy were perceived the fort 
walls wero manned and shortly after- 
ward a number of troops lined tho op- 
posite side. After considerable delays 
a nicesenger arrived, and announcal 
that the comniaiulaut would come out 
to meet Jlajor Cavagnari and three 
others at a spot indicated by tho side of 
tho stream, half way betwc-«BX the two 
ridges. 

Shortly affcerwai-il ho was seen ap- 
proaching, and Msyor Cavagnari, tak- 
ing with him the commandant of tho 
guides and two of his escort, and ac- 
co;npanied by the head man of the 
tribes, went forward to meet Faiz Ma- 
homed, the rest of the escort romainiug 
on the ridge. On his way the chief 
of one of tho other Khyber tribes 
friendly to the Ameer attempted to 
stop him, on tho plea that ho was ac- 
companied by more than the stipulated 
Tiumbor. Mf^jor Cavagnari, however,

Great floods are reported in C'aiiter- 
bury and Otago, New Zealand. 

Tho report of tho New Zealand Tel- 
egraph Department for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1878, shows that 1,260,- 
324 messages of all codes had been 
transmitted during that period, being 
an increase of 135,892 messages over 
the previous year. Comparing post 
ages with telegrams, it has been fouin 
that for every 100 letters posted 20.71 
telegrams have been transmitted. 

The population of New Zealand, ex- 
clusive of Maoris, was 414,412 on the 
31st of March last, according to the 
census.
